"A picture is worth a 
thousand words—only if you 
have a thousand°words to de¬ 
scribe it with,” she said. 

She also quoted the follow¬ 
ing relevant excerpt from a re¬ 
port of The Royal Commission 
on Bilingualism and Bicultural- 
ism: 

Nothing should prevent 
those of other than French 
or British ethnic origin from 
keeping their attachment to 


their original culture once 
they have been integrated 
into Canadian life. This 
should be encouraged, for 
society as a whole can only 
benefit from it — a person’s 
original culture affects him 
deeply, and often over sever¬ 
al generations; there are deep 
personal attachments no one 
can explain, customs firmly 
rooted in a man’s being — 
having arrived in Canada, 
they appreciate more keenly 
all they had to leave behind 
in their country of origin. 
On contact with new values 
and new customs, their cul¬ 
tural heritage assumes great- 


The Nordic Role in 


Canada’s History 


The roles of the French and British communities have dominated 
the written history of Canada; contributions by Canadians of other 
cultural origins have received too little attention. As a result, most 
history books present an incomplete record of Canada’s past. 

Edward Laine of the Public Archives of Canada is presently 
— making an intensive effort to obtain material which will enable re¬ 
searchers to create a history of the Nordic contribution — that is— 
Finnish, Danish, Icelandic, Norwegian and Swedish. He states that 
Canada's archives contain very little material describing the diffi¬ 
culties, accomplishments, social significance and cultural unique¬ 
ness of the Nordic people — particularly in Western Canada. 

What he is looking for are such things as correspondence, 
memoranda, notebooks, diaries, family Bibles, financial records, 
scrapbooks, sketches, drawings, paintings, medals, photographs, 
movie films, sound recordings, etc., either of individuals or groups, 
to be donated for preservation and safekeeping to the National 
Ethnic Archives. He is most anxious that such material be available 
to historians so that the Nordic heritage is recorded as the import¬ 
ant part of Canadian history which it is. Dr. Laine, incidentally, is of 
Finnish descent.

The boundless amount of energy and enthusiasm which Peter 
showed right from those first days as Manager resulted in his quickly 
being dubbed "Tom Nielsen Jr.”; Tom Nielsen was not only the first 
Manager of the Scandinavian Centre — he was also one of the hard¬ 


working founders who made 
the Centre a reality. Tom was 
also there to help familiarize 
Peter with his new responsibi¬ 
lities. 

Through many hectic times 
Peter’s warm sense of hum¬ 
our appeared when needed 
the most. He capably handled 
the public relations depart¬ 
ment which required constant 
communication with the five 
ethnic groups, as well as per¬ 
sonally dealing with all part- 
acili 

ies using our facilities. He 
spent many long days and 
longer nights at the Centre 
during the past 2Vz years. 

New Events and 
Necessary Changes— 

Many exciting and reward¬ 
ing events have occurred since 
Peter first came to the Centre. 
He "was a founder and Charter 
Member of the Scandinavian 
Club Viking, now the back¬ 
bone of social functions spon¬ 
sored by the Centre. Club Vik¬ 
ing provides a monthly enter¬ 
tainment evening featuring the 
finest in ethnic dishes from 
the five Scandinavian coun¬ 
tries. 

Peter was also responsible 
for the formation of two 
Toastmaster Clubs at the Cen¬ 
tre, and is an active Toast¬ 
master himself. In 1974-75 he 
was the Senior Lieutenant- 
Governor of Toastmasters for 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

Many necessary changes and 
renovations have occurred un¬ 
der Peter’s capable supervision. 
His greatest challenge came in 
the fall of 1976 when the 
Centre decided to take over 
the catering operation. He 
confidently stepped into the 
^breach, and after many ex¬ 
hausting and difficult times 
has guided our food operation 
into a well-organized and pro¬ 
fitable venture. 

Came to Canada in 1956 

Peter was born in Copen¬ 
hagen, Denmark, and it was 
there that he met and married 
Lilly on July 26, 1947. They

remained in Copenhagen un¬ 
til 1956, when they embarked 
upon the adventure of their 
lives — they packed up their 
belongings, and along with 
their two young sons, John 
and Allan, they departed for 
Canada. 

Toronto was their point of 
arrival, and from there they 
headed west until they reach¬ 
ed Saskatoon. Peter found 
employment managing a poul¬ 
try farm just outside of that 
city, and it was there that the 
Elanders made their home for 
18 years. 

Even at that time Peter was 
a dedicated and hard-working 
Scandinavian. He was one of 
the founders of the Saskatoon 
Scandinavian Club. 

It was in the fall of 1974 
that Peter saw the advertise¬ 
ment in the Scandinavian Cen¬ 
tre News for a Manager — 
and the rest of the story is 
history. 

Returning to Saskatoon 

Peter and Lilly will be re¬ 
turning to Saskatoon where 
Peter has accepted a position 
as Manager of the Riverside 
Golf and Country Club. 

Peter leaves behind him a 
long list of achievements, 
memories and friends. The 
Scandinavian Centre can only 
say with heartfelt sincerity:

1 cup raspberry or cranberry juice, or jam 
sugar — optional 
V? cup cream of wheat 

Bring water and juice to the boiling point. Sprinkle gradually cream 
of wheat into liquid beating vigorously to prevent lumps.

Finnish: Mokkakakku 

Danish: Mokkakage 

Norwegian: Mokkakake 
Swedish: Mockatdrta 
You Will Need- 
Meringue— 

4 egg whites 
1V4 cups sugar 
Mocha Filling— Frosting 
1/3 cup coffee 
V 2 cup water 

1 cup light cream or milk 

3 egg yolks 

IV 2 tbsp. cornstarch 

1 cup unsalted butter 

1 cup powdered sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla extract 

1/3 cup slivered almonds, roasted 

Heat oven until extremely hot (500 Deg. F.) and then turn down to 
very slow heat (250 Deg. F.). 

Beat egg whites until very stiff and dry. Fold in sugar all at the 
same time and mix carefully. 

Grease and flour baking sheet, and draw two 9” circles or squares 
on sheet. Place sheet in oven for a few minutes, remove from heat 
and spread meringue evenly in the circles or squares. Bake in very 
slow oven (250 Deg. F.) until meringue no longer sticks to the 
sheet and is light yellow. 

Remove from heat and let cool. 

Frosting— Boil coffee and water a few minutes. Strain through 
cheese cloth. 

Mix strained coffee, cream or milk, egg yolks and cornstarch in top 
of a double.boiler. Simmer, beating vigorously until thick. Let cool 
stirring occasionally. , 

Cream butter and sugar very well. Add vanilla extract and gradually 
stir in coffee mixture by tablespoonfuls. In case mixture curdles, 
add melted warm butter and beat vigorously until smooth. 

Spread 1/3 of filling between meringue layers and also cover sides 
and top of meringue with frosting. Force remaining frosting 
through pastry tube and decorate top and sides of cake nicely. 
Sprinkle on top with almonds. 

Refrigerate for a few hours before serving. 

Makes approximately 16 pieces.

I have always maintained 
that playing the accordion helps 
keep a person young, and after 
we met Ottar Akre in Oslo in 
March, I am sure I have defi¬ 
nite proof to support that the¬ 
ory. 

Eva, Astrid and I were invit¬ 
ed over to Gamlebyen Skole 
where the Oslo Accordion Club 
Band had a rehearsal one night, 
and Akre is the leader, conduct¬ 
or and musical director. When 
we asked him about his age, he 
told us he was 81, and that was 
stretching it a bit for he turned 
81 on May 19th. It is not very 
often you meet a man who says 
he is older than he really is, but

he does the work of a much 
younger man, and he is proud 
of it. We can safely say that he 
is, along with Chr. Liebak, the 
Grand Old Man of Norwegian 
accordion music. Besides being 
a great accordionist and teach¬ 
er, Akre has also been a very 
popular composer; we oldtimers 
can remember Lilly Waltz, 
Schottish Brillante, Glomdals- 
brudens Waltz (The Bride from 
Glomdal), Forgjeves (In Vain) 
Tango, Du var min drom (You 
Were My Dream) Tango, Tusse- 
rulle Masurka, and many more.

dion band was 12 years old, 
but he sat so far back that it 
was hard to decide what he was 
doing — but he will be all right, 
he has his life ahead of him. 
There is a Norwegian saying: 
"Den maa tidlig krokes som 
god krok skal bli" (You have 
to be bent early to become a 
good hook). Akre called the 
young fellow “Smaaen” (the 
Kid) and he kept asking him 
how he was doing. He tried in 
many ways to make the bud¬ 
ding accordion virtuoso feel at 
home. 

Most of the program con¬ 
sisted of very well-known ac¬ 
cordion pieces, overtures, mar¬ 
ches, waltzes and polkas. I be¬ 
lieve about the most beautiful 
number they played was Som- 
marsaangen (The Summer Song) 
by Peterson-Berger. Akre was 
in charge, and he also played 
every note along with th^ rest 
of the first-accordionists, and 
he didn’t even need glasses to 
read music. 

After about 2V2 hours of 
this, Astrid decided it was bor¬ 
ing and tried to find a place to 
curl up and sleep, but there was 
none. Akre noticed this, and he 
came and said he would drive 
us back to-the hotel. When we 
took off in his car, Astrid was 
saying something, and it sound¬ 
ed as if she was not very happy. 


Akre asked if she was frighten¬ 
ed, but that was not so — she 
was just tired. Eva was the one 
who was scared, and I didn't 
know it. It is funny how a per¬ 
son can fly across the Atlantic 
Ocean without a worry in the 
world, but when that same per¬ 
son gets into a compact car 
with Akre at the wheel driving 
beautifully down the streets of 
Oslo, that same person gets all 
kinds of forebodings that the 
ride will end in disaster. I will 
have to admit it seemed as if he 
took some corners on two 
wheels, but then, fellows on 
motorbikes do that all the time. 
Akre told me he had been driv¬ 


ing in Oslo for about 50 years, 
and he probably knew every 
cobblestone in town. We arrived 
at the hotel in no time at all; 
one has to say this much for 
teen-age driving — you really 
go places. 

We said goodbye to Akre, 
and it was with a feeling we 
had been in the company of a 
great man. He has accomplished 
a lot. He told us he played in 
restaurants for 25 years, and 
that alone is .an achievement. 

Akre is a bundle of energy, 
with a happy outlook on life. 
We hope he will be able to keep 
entertaining the public with his 
music for many years to come.
